It was 
an Infringement upon their rights for 
others to crowd Injo the car, perhaps 
jostling and Incommoding them, and 
certainly depriving them of air and 
light. Persons in a car which was 
already fall had a moral and legal right 
to prevent, by force-if necessary, the 
entrance of any more passengers. No 
one had a right to Inconvtence passen- 
gers already in their places. If the 
railroad company issued more tickets 
than there were seats in the train, 
passengers might demand return of 
their money or might recover in an 
action for damages. These were, he 
added, the legal as well as the moral 
principles of the case, and the sooner 
they were understood by the public the 
better It would be for all concerned. 


Signs of Southern Progress. 
As a matter of record and as illus- 


trating the march of ideas In a section 
of the country which for more than 
seventy years has stood for the dostrine 
of selling in the dearest and buying In 
the cheapest market, but which now 
seems to be on the point of seeing a 
new light on the question of protection 
vs. free trade, we append the following 
draft of a memorial to the Congress 
of the United States Introduced by Mr. 
Dickerson in the Georgia State Senate 
and by that body adopted: 


Memorial to our Senators and Rep- 


resentatives in Congress in reference to 
a duty on Egyptian and long stapled 
cotton, or on the Importation thereof: 


Whereas, The present price of long 


stapled or sea island cotton is now far 
below the cost of production, causing 
a large area of our State to languish 
and a once profitable industry to waver 
and die; and. 


Whereas, The low price referred to 


is not due to over-production, as is 
demonstrated by the fact that for a 
crop of 104,557 bales m 1896 and 1897, 
the average price for the 
grade of 


'fine" was 11 cents, while for the last 
crop, 75,000 bales only, 25 per cent, 
less than the year previous, the aver- 
age price for the grade "fine" was 2 
cents less, or 9 cents per pound; and, 


Whereas, The indisputable cause for 


our low prices, financial depression and 
agricultural discontent if found in the 
annually increasing importation of 
Egyptian cotton, the product of pauper 
labor; and, 


Whereas, The Democratic party and 


people have not deemed It derogatory 
to their principles and Interest to hav e 
a duty placed on wool, hides and tobac- 
co; and. 


Whereas, The placing of said duty on 


the above mentioned articles has prov- 
en a direct benefit to our people, and 
with which protection they would not 
part without a struggle; and, 


Whereas, There are but two ways 


whereby the money necessary to main- 
tain the national Government can be 
ralsgd, and since the funds 
derived 


from internal revenue are insufficient, 
even when made enormous and burden- 
some, as they now are; and, 


Whereas. We are forced from the na- 


ture of things to depend on a tax laid 
upon goods and products imported into 
this country from foreign countries to 
raise funds to assist In the support of 
the Government, therefore, be it 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this 


Legislature that a tariff should be laid 
for revenue only and arranged so that 
if it shall prove a burden all may 
equally bear it, and If a benefit it may 
be equally shared. 


Resolved, further, That we are unal- 


terably opposed to the free importation 
of Egyptian or other long stapled cot- 
ton. 


Resolved, That we favor an import 


duty of 50 per cent, ad valorem and 5 
cents per pound on all long stapled 
cotton Imported into the United States 
and that a copy of these resolutions be 
furnished the Senators and Represent- 
atives in Congress. 


Who will say after 
this that the 


world does not move and that the 
South is not progressing? One can ex- 
cuse the curious Inconsistency of the 
declaration which In one breath calls 
for a tariff for revenue only, and in the 
next breath stipulates that the duty on 
ong stapled foreign cotton shall be 
prohibitive. It must be remembered 
hat ttie Georgia Democrats, having In 
heir veins the blood of three genera- 
tions of free traders, are not very well 
up In the logic of latter-day economics 
and hence do not 
know tbat a tariff 


tor revenue only and a protective tariff 
are elements as Incompatible as oil and 
water, as Inter-repugnant, \ inter-de- 
structive and contradictory. But there 
s hope for them. They are surely as- 
cending in the scale of Intelligence and 
practical common sense, and to become 
ull fledged protectionists all they need 
s time.

ADMTBAI. SAMPSON THINKS BLOW 


ING UP MAINE TABNA "FAKE.' 


HAS THOSE CHARACTERISTICS; 


TOBPEDOE8 MENTIONED ABE TOO 


BIG FOB AUTOMOBLE SIZES.

Excepting, possibly, some Spanish 


official of considerable authority. Rear 
Admiral William T. Sampson, U. S. N., 
is the man from whom a statement in 
regard to the description published in 
the Boston Sunday Herald of the blow- 
Ing up of the U. S. S. Maine in Havana 
harbor would be most interesting for 
public perusal, for Capt. Sampson was 
president of the famous board of in- 
vestigation, Capt, Chadwlck, command- 
ing the U. S. S. New Yoik, and Lieu- 
tenant Commander Potter of that ship 
being the other members, says the 
Herald of Monday 


At the commandant's house at the 


navy yard, Sunday evening the admir- 
al said to a representative of the Her- 
ald that in his opinion the story told 
by Edward Jose d'Martmez bears the 
chief characteristics of a "fake." 


The admiral had read the published 


account all through, and had examined 
the map of Havana harbor printed with 
it 
He pointed out several inaccura- 


cies in the informer's story which, he 
thought, might well be taken as evi- 
dence of the invalidity of his informa- 
tion on the main feature of the stoiy— 
the actual operations about the Maine 
leading to the explosion. 


THREE MAIN COMMENTS. 


The three main comments which the 


admiral made were In regard to the 
size of the torpedoes, the portion of 
the ship which was affected by the ex- 
plosion of a torpedo or mine, and the 
watchfulness ordered by Cast Slgsbee 
all the time the vessel lay in Havana 
harbor. 


Incidental^, the admiral stated that 


he always thought that Gen Blanco 
knew nothing about the cause of the 
explosion. 'Ihe general's attitude on 
the night of the disaster and on fol- 
lowing occasions certainly gave very 
strong evidence of his innocence and 
his very deep sorrow. 


"In the first place," said Admiral 


Sampson, "this man d'Martinez states 
that various torpedoes were employed 
in the attempt to blow up the vessel; 
that one containing 630 pounds of gun- 
cotton, another 460 pounds and 
the 


third 850 pounds. Now. we know that 
there are only two automobile torpe- 
does—the Whitehead and the Howell. 
The Whitehead contains about 100 
pounds of guncotton. and the Howell 
something more—perhaps 130 or HO 
pounds. A torpedo containing 650 
pounds, or much less than that amount, 
would not float. Such a toryedo is not 
manufactured.

THE EXPLOSION. 


"In the second place, according to 


the story of this man, the explosion 
must nave taken place under the after 
part of the ship, as she was moored at 
the boy to buoy No. 4, and was to swing 
over the torpedo or mine as soon as she 
came into the position arranged upon 
for her destruction. Now. as a matter 
of fact, brought out by the investiga- 
tions of the board, the explosion took 
place much nearer the bow than the 
stern. The after magazines were not 
injured. And, by the way, the. position 
of the- ship was not exactly as it is 
shown in the map published in the 
Herald. Indeed, she Jay at a consider- 
able angle to the position indicated. 
She headed up farther toward the 
shears at the Machfna, which, so far as 
we could ascertain, never served any 
legitimate use. -However, the exact po- 
sition of the vessel is not a. matter of 
great importance in considering the 
story of this man. 


"In the third place, Capt. Slgsbee had 


an Idea from the time he entered Ha- 
vana harbor that an attempt might be 
made to destroy bis vessel or injure it, 
and therefore he took especial precau- 
tions, both on the ship and about it 
He donblcd his sentries. There was 
unusual effort to be careful and watch- 
ful.

THE FARMER 1N-SOCIETY. 


In the earlier times our people were 


largely agriculturists, but as the cities 
began to increase in population, wealth 
and power, they began to assume a 
superiority over the tillers of the soil. 
The nature of the farmer's calling, the 
hard labor and isolation have had a 
tendency to narrow his mind,|and some 
times to make him uncouth and awk- 
ward. Many times we have seen the 
farmer held up to ridicule In the public 
prints, but we can say that this occurs 
lass often than formerly. 
I 


The people of the country while they 


have been willing to acknowledge their 
dependence upon the farmer; have not 
been willing to give nlm the credit that 
his ni'mbers and influence jdemands; 
they have been considered fair prey by 
sharpers of all classes, but [now they 
are mostly sharp enough to, look out 
for themselves. 
At times the farmer 


is sought after by a certain} class and 
the honest yeomanry Is praised to the 
highest point; at other times he is 
ignored. 


But .1 change is coming over 
the 


condition ol the farmer, he is beginning 
to feel his power, the rough edges aie 
being worn off, so to speak, 
tact with other classes, the 


by con- 
farm is 


being run more on business principles, 
many of our farmers 
will compaie 


favoiably with business men of other 
classes, by their thoroughness and busi- 
ness ability. We are enjoying more of 
the comforts and luxuriesof life. Things 
that oar fathers wou'd have thought 
extravagant and wasteful, we think to 
be necessary to our comfort and en- 
lightenment. 
This is as it should be. There Is no 
reason why the farmer should not con- 
tinue to improve his 
conditions and 


make the most of himself, so that be 
may stand upon a higher plane, socially 
and intellectually, second to- none in 
the country.

U is nothing new to say j that the 


Grange has been largely Instrumental 
in the advanced condition o'f the "far- 
mer. We remember the opposition and 
ridicule to which it was subjected. The 
plan first adopted of buying together 
brought out great opposition) butowlng 
to close competition it has largely been 
abandoned. But the Grange j stands In 
a far better light than twenty years 
ago; not I suppose because the people 
love the farmer more But because they 
recognize his power through the or- 
ganization of the Grange. The Grange 
has also taught the farmer to respect 
himself, 
A person to be (respected 


must first respect himself, also acquire 
confidence In his own ablllty.jWe know 
of many men who have greatly Im- 
proved themselves through their con- 
nection with the Grange. There Is not 
much chance for the older members but 
for the young there IB a ialir field for 
Improvement, to acquire confidence In 
public speaking, ease of manner, to cul- 
tivate and refine themselves In order 
that they may not be at a disadvantage 
when brought Into w«nact with other 
classes. Education Is a great refiner. 
The average farmer IB not ab'le to give 
his children the higher education but 
he can place In their hands the beat 
books and thus bring them In contact 
with the best minds of all ages. Farm1- 
ers have as much time for self Improve- 
ment as any other class; they should 
not "confine themselves alone to matters 
relating to their calling but should 
strive to broaden their minds by a com- 
prehensive "course of study and dla- 
cuBslpn, to mate the most of them- 
selves possible.

If no orders come to Maine, 
other places will receive them and our 
market will be better in that respect 
I fail to see very much of the practical 
side of this question as far as the 
farmers of Maine are 
concerned.

young man of Democratic views, while 
teaching, tried to Instil some of Inn 
principles of partisanship into his 
pupils, and promised to give a wood 
chuck to the one giving the best rea- 
son for adherence to his particular 
party. 
One was a Republican be- 


cause that party abolished slavery, and 
saved the nation. Another, a Prohibi- 
tionist, because rum was the greati-ot 
curse of the home, and tne third wis 
a Democrat, because he wanted that 
woodchuck. He got it. Cuba becomes 
a sort of woodchuck, but 
I don't be- 


lieve the farmers of Maine want it. 


Prof. Rogers said in brief: "Wo 


have the possessions, and it becomes 
the quection to know what to do with 
them. We have got to do what is ad- 
vantageous to the people as a whole. It 
is not consistent with all previous 
records to hold them In subjection. All 
men were created free and equal. We 
must extend to them as rapidly as 
possible our civilization, even if it in- 
volves sacrifice, not only of money and 
our brave soldiers, hut commerce. The 
question arises. Shall their produce r>e 
brought Into the United States free of 
duty' Unless we sacrifice in this re- 
spect, not paying attention to the busi- 
ness of a few influential ones, we shall 
find ourselves with a fcsting curse 'n 
our midst. These people must be made 
free and equal, and taught self-gov- 
ernment at any cost, and made worthy 
to live under the old flag. 


Worthy Lecturer. J. C. York, then 


took the floor and remarked: The 
question should be discussed as given; 
The war has tended to affect business 
for the better. 
It has raised the 


value on our produce. 
The output 


would not be so great, had It not been 
for the war. 
It has had a tendency to 


our advantage as feeders and produc- 
ers. 
As long as the war continues, we 


shall be prosperous. Currency becomes 
Inflated In time of war, and we prosper 
more than on any other basis. As poli- 
ticians, let us put men good and true' 
above the temptation of money upon 
our tickets, and those that are thor- 
oughly honest. 
Mr. Lund of Orono, was the next 
speaker; in short, he said: "While lit 
Northport last summer, I had the 
pleasure of hearing Senator Frye upon 
how the possession pf the Philippines 
would affect the laboring man. In look- 
ing at the religious side, he spoke of 
the effect of our civilization and the 
advantages accruing therefrom. Turn- 
Ing to the practical side, he outlined 
the policy of the Republican party. He 
spoke of the manufactures; enough be- 
ing produced In one week to last four, 
by means of the Improved machinery, 
and pointed oat the advantages of this 
new market as an open door to receive 
this surplus product. If we can get 
an entering wedge Into the easten mar- 
ket by owning thesertelands, we will 
be able to keep our machinery going 
and dispose of its product, thus keeping 
our American workmen employed. I 
saw a paper published In Manila a 
short tkne ago, one-half page of which 
was devoted to advertising American 
whiskey, rum and beer. Is this the 
civilization we want to bring to the 
Philippines? The effect ot this ram 
upon the troops there Is something 
terrible.

ON REV. Oft. FIELD. 


Ha Life and iharac:er Subject,of 


Lee. at a by B^v. ilr. Fann. 


(Portland;Press.) 


Rev. Dr. Fenn lectured last evening 


at the High street church on the life 
and character of Rev. George W. Field,' 
D. D., of Bangor, who was well known 
and much beloved in this city as he 
was throughout 
the State. He said 


that there was a peculiar charm abou^ 
Dr. Field as a preacher, which it is 
difficult to explain. Many men were 
more able but not so charming. Many 
were grand, but did not possess the fas- 
cination which characterized him. Some 
women are beautiful, but they do not 
possess this qualification which a plain 
woman may have. Dr. field was thor- J 
rf>ughly unselfish. "None whom 1 have j 
ever known," said IJr. Kenn, "were at | 
all like him. He consbiued some of the 
most contrary elements in his charac- i 
ter. He was weak in person, in heaitn 
and in looks, but he oad a. peculiarly 
strong frame and iron qualities. 
He 


was feiuiniue to a degree, yet mascu- 
line and strong. 
He was apparently 


child-like and easily deeeiveu, yet he 
was infinitely shrewu, suotie ami wibri. 
He appeared to be utterly artless, yet 
he was a student ot tne human heart 
and exceedingly artful. He was gentle 
in character and soft in speech, yet at 
times he was exceedingly brusque in 
manner. He was charituule to a lauit 
and at other times he could scarcely 
restrain 
himself when he spoke oC 


crime, injustice or wrong doing. 
He 


was a man of thin voice apparently, 
yet at times be thundered torth his 
eloquence and his voice rang true, and 
pealed with infinite power. 


He looked to be feeble, and still be 


preached on until he was 80 years of 
age, and was sick but a few months 
before the end. Men regarded him as 
transparent, yet he was entirely in- 
scrutable. He looked to be antique in 
his last days, and yet no preacher in 
this State was so progressive and up to 
date as he. He was as wise as a ser- 
pent and as harmless as a dove. What 
a combination of paradoxes was to be 
found in him!" 


He was sensitive to his defects and 


was hurt by a 
consciousness of his 


o*n imperfection. He had that kind of 
humor which made him aware that he 
could see himself as others saw him 
and yet he could make every one of 
his 
imperfections, co-efficient 
and 


make his weaknesses play for him. He 
loved the beautiful in literature, was i 
a master of French and loved the Ian- j 
guage for its refinement. 
He was a j 


master of rhetoric 
and If any man-; 


could fulfill the art of putting things! 
so as to make them tell. Dr. Field was j 
possessed of it. 


His great power lay In the pulpit. 


He loved nature and was never asbam-1 
ed to build up a spiritual trutfc on this i 
foundation. He was humorous, yet he' 
never used it in the pulpit In an un- 
seemly manner. He was master of irony 
'and as highly possessed of it as any 
man I have ever known. His sermons 
were wholesome, without 
sentiment; 


and rang true. He was liberal and r«>-t 
joiced in his liberty. He was liberallZf 
ing as well, as the wonderful .address 
he delivered before 
the 
Theological 


school at Bangor on the relations of 
the Old Testament to the New 
will 


prove. In handling a subject be would 
approach tbe lodge and 
the 
gates 


would open to him. He would pause 
to play with the children, to admire the 
flowers and the doors of the 
house 


would fly .open of their own accord to 
him and you would enter with him to 
sit down to a feast of reason and a 
flow of soul. His prayers were as re- 
markable as any other 
.parts of his 


power. He talked, with God and as he 
talked the gates opened and you went 
with him before the throne and you 
heard the Voice as plain as ever man 
spoke. 


Dr. Fenn spoke of 
a 
wonderful 


prayer of Dr. Field's, made at a polit- 
ical convention in Bangor, when the 
State was in grave peril. "And as be 
prayed men who were not accustomed 
to pray listened to him, were touched 
by It and listened with heads bowed 
and the sense of their responsibility 
thrust upon them." And at the conclu- 
sion'of this memorable prayer the audi- 
ence burst forth In applause so over- 
come with emotion were 
the astute 


politicians and men not accustomed to 
the influence of prayer. 


"Such a life Is well worthy of study" 


said Dr. Fenn in conclusion. "We shall 
have great preachers come among us 
from tirrte to time to the end of the 
world. We shall have great evangelists, 
thoughtful theologians-and 
men who 


will live and do good. We shall have 
learned men to lead un 
as captains, 


but never In thin world wil lyou or I 
see a man like this. His like will never 
again be eeen. The moulfl was broken 
after fap was made BTirt his mantle no- 
body will ever receive."
